THIRTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  MEETING

STOCKHOLDERS  OF  THE  R  &  N.  C.  R.  R.  CO, 


Morehead  City,  X.  C,  Sept.  24th,  1891. 

The  37th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Stockholders  of  the  At- 
lantic &  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company,  held  at  Morehead 
City  on  the  fourth  Thursday  in  September  (24th)  1891,  is  tem- 
porarily organized  by  the  election  of  J.  J.  Wolfenden  as  Chair- 
man, and  J.  J.  Royal  as  Secretary. 

It  was  moved  by  Col.  P.  F.  Faison  and  carried,  that  as  the 
Proxy  Committee  was  not  ready  to  make  its  report,  the  meeting 
take  a  recess  until  3  o'clock,  p.  m. 


The  meeting  assembled  pursuant  to  adjournment,  J.  J. 
Wolfenden  in  the  chair. 

The  Proxy  Committee  through  its  chairman,  W.  L.  Arendell, 
made  the  following  report :

The  Chairman  announced  that  a  majority  of  the  stock  being 
present  or  represented  by  proxy,  which  constituted  a  quorum, 
and  that  there  were  more  than  ten  stockholders  present,  de- 
clared the  meeting  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Upon  motion  the  temporary  organization  was  made  per- 
manent. 

Upon  motion  of  Jos.  E.  Robinson,  the  Secretary  read  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  President  which,  upon  motion  of  L.  H. 
Cutler,  was  received. 

Upon  motion  of  M.  DeW.  Stevenson,  the  reports  of  the  va- 
rious departments  of  the  roads  were  received  and  laid  upon  the 
table.

The  Chair  announced  Jno.  M.  Morehead,  Paul  F.  Faison, 
Arnold  Borden  and  L.  H.  Cutler  duly  elected  Directors  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

B.  W.  Cannaday  placed  in  nomination  as  Finance  Com- 
mittee, on  the  part  of  the  stockholders,  J.  J.  Wolfenden,  Thos. 
Daniels  and  S.  I.  Wooten. 

Upon  motion  of  L.  H.  Cutler  the  Secretary  was   instructed 

to  cast  the  vote  of  the  meeting  for  the  gentlemen  named,  and 

they  were  declared  unanimously  elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Moved  by  Jos.   E.   Bobinson,  and  carried,   that  the  Proxy 

Committee  be  reduced  to  five  members. 

Jos.  E.  Bobinson  placed  in  nomination  the  following  gentle- 
men for  Proxy  Committee,  viz: 

W.  L.  Arendell,  J.  H.  Davis,  J.  A.  Pridgen,  C.  H.  Fowler 
and  E.  B.  Ha  kburn. 

Upon  motion  of  M.  DeW.  Stevenson,  the  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  ca      the  vote  of  the  meeting  ;  and  the  above  named 


gentlemen  were  declared  unanimously  elected  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Jos.  E.  Robinson  read  the  following  resolution  which  was 
u nana mou sly  adopted: 

"  Since  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  A.  &  N.  C. 
Railroad  the  afflicting  intelligence  has  gone  forth  oyer  the  State,  and  to 
the  world,  of  the  death  of  the  then  Governor  of  North  Carolina,  His 
Excellency  Daniel  G.  Fowle,  whose  term  of  office  would  have  expired 
one  year  from  January  next. 

At  the  time  of  our  meeting  last  year  Gov.  Fowle  had  every  appearance 
of  perfect  health ;  giving  to  the  State  a  confident  expectation  that  his 
services  would  be  prolonged  yet  for  many  years.  The  hopes  of  his 
friends  are  at  an  end — the  calamity  was  sudden,  unexpected,  overwhelm- 
ing !  But  He  who  clothes  the  lily  of  the  field  and  marks  even  the  spar- 
row's fall  doeth  all  things  well.  It  hath  pleased  Him  in  His  merciful 
Providence  to  cut  short  the  existence  of  our  late  Chief  Executive  of 
State. 

It  is  not  within  the  purview  of  this  preamble  to  speak  of  Governor 
Fowle  as  he  deserves  to  be  spoken  of.  His  eulogy  is  on  the  lips  of  mul- 
titudes within  the  State  and  throughout  the  nation.  The  force  of  his 
example  will  perpetuate  his  praise. 

God  moves  in  mysterious  ways — how  unsearchable  are  they  !  How 
incomprehensible  His  judgments  !  Yet  in  the  light  of  Faith  and  the 
retrospect  of  history  they  teach  us  our  nothingness — in  the  midst  of 
health  and  the  meridian  of  our  years  they  confront  us  to  wean  us  from 
life.  Suddenly  our  most  useful  chizens,  our  nearest  relations,  our  dear- 
est friends,  are  snatched  away,  impelling  us  to  rely  only  on  Him  who 
pervadeth  and  sustaineth  all  things. 

Taking  this  official  notice  of  his  demise  it  is  the  sense  of  this  meeting, 
that  in  the  death  of  Governor  Fowle  the  State  has  sustained  the  loss  of 
a  great  and  good  man,  and  dutiful,  patriotic  son.  Struck  down  sud- 
denly by  the  hand  of  God  in  the  midst  of  his  executive  labors,  dying 
as  he  had  lived  in  the  enlightened  and  devoted  service  of  his  State — en- 
dued by  learning  and  adorned  by  eloquence,  enjoying  the  choicest  gifts 
of  both, — ennobled  by  that  pure  integrity  and  that  firm  and  undevi- 
ating  pursuit  of  right  which  only  an  ardent  and  animating  religious 
faith  can  bestow  and  adequately  sustain ;  endeared  to  the  hearts  of  all 
who  knew  his  high  character  by  those  virtues  which  diffuse  over  the 
social  circle  all  that  is  cheerful,  refined  and  benevolent,  he  has  left  be- 
hind him,  as  father,  statesman,  citizen  and  friend,  a  rare  and  happy 
memory,  dear  alike  to  his  children,  his  State,  his  friends  and  his  com- 
patriots.    Therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Daniel  G.  Fowle,  the  legal  profession, 
of  which  he  was  a  distinguished  member,  the  stockholders  of  the  A.  & 
N.  C.  Railroad,  for  whose  interest  he  wTas  ever  earnestly  concerned,  and 
the  whole  people  of  North  Carolina,  whose  honored  Governor  he  was, 
have  sustained  a  loss  which  can  not  easily  be  supplied  nor  soon  forgotten. 

Resolved,  That  this  preamble  and  resolutions  be  spread  upon  the 
minutes  of  this  meeting  and  a  copy  be  furnished  the  bereaved  and  beloved 
family  of  the  distinguished  and  lamented  deceased. 

The  question  of  the  extension  of  the  Road  being  brought  be- 


fore  the  meeting  Col.  John  L.  Morehead  made  the  following 
motion  : 

"  That  a  committee  of  four  (4)  be  appointed  by  the  Chair  to 
examine  the  Bill  authorizing  the  extension,  and  report  to 
this  meeting  ". 

M.  DeW.  Stevenson  moved  to  amend  by  authorizing  the 
committee  to  report  to  the  President  within  twelve  (12)  months 
from  the  adjournment  of  this  meeting.     Amendment  accepted. 

By  request  Judge  W.  T.  Faircloth  read  certain  sections  of 
the  Bill  referred  to. 

Col.  Morehead's  motion  being  withdrawn  Judge  Faircloth 
moved  "  That  the  Act  of  the  Legislature,  ratified  the  9th  day 
of  March,  1891,  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  A.  &  N.  C.  E.  E. 
Company  be  concurred  in  and  adopted". 

J.  A.  Bryan  offered,  as  a  substitute,  "That  a  committee  of 
four  be  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  examine  the  Bill,  as  to  its 
objections,  and  report  to  the  stockholders  in  their  discretion  ". 

M.  DeW.  Stevenson  moved  to  amend  the  substitute  by  the 
committee  consisting  of  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors. 
Amemdment  accepted. 

Jos.  E.  Eobinson  moved  that  the  substitute  be  laid  upon  the 

table.     Carried — yeas  830,  nays  754.

M.  DeW.  Stevenson  moved  to  re-consider  the  vote  by  which 

Mr.  Bryan's  substitute  was  tabled.     Lost — yeas  800,  nays  844- 
M.  DeW.  Stevenson  moved  to  amend  Judge  Faircloth's  mo- 
tion as  follows :  "  Provided,  That  it  be  approved  and  concurred 
in  by  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors  ". 
Judge  Faircloth  accepted  the  amendment. 
The  motion,  as  amended,  reads : 

"  That  the  Act  of  the  Legislature,  ratified  the  9th  day  of 
March,  1891,  to  '  Amend  the  Charter  of  the  Atlantic  &  North 
Carolina  Eailroad  Company ',  be  concurred  in  and  adopted. 
Provided,  that  it  be  approved  and  concurred  in  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  Board  of  Directors  ". 

A  stock  vote  was  taken — yeas,  1,644 ;  nays,  none. 

The  motion  declared  unanimously  adopted.

TO  THE   STOCKHOLDERS 

-  OP    THE 


€tENTLLmen  : 

It  affords  us  gratification  to  make  our  present  annual  report 
of  the  financial  condition  of  your  Company,  and  of  the  material 
condition  of  your  Road  and  its  operations  during  the  pa  t  fis- 
cal year. 

On  the  first  day  of  July,  1891,  there  was  a  cash  balance  in 
your  Treasury  of  $20,601.05.  On  the  3rd  day  of  November, 
last,  we  paid  the  balance  ($15,000.00)  of  the  debt  of  $30,000.00> 
thereby  practically  relieving  your  Company  from  debt. 

There  have  been  pending  in  the  courts  for  several  years  four 
suits  for  damages  against  your  Company,  the  claims  aggre- 
gating $45,500.00.  All  have  been  settled,  except  that  of  K.. 
Denmark,  which  was  compromised  at  $2,000.00.  payable  in 
four  instalments,  on  which  there  is  $1,500.00  to  be  paid,  but 
we  hope,  at  an  early  date,  to  liquidate  it  entirely,  without 
claiming  the  time  allowed  by  the  compromise.* 

As  we  reported  to  you  at  your  last  meeting  there  was  a  great 
need  of  additional  and  more  powerful  motive  power1  on  your 
road.  We  therefore  contracted,  during  last  winter,  for  the 
purchase  of  two  forty-two  ton  locomotives,  Nos.  10  and  11. 
The  contract  was  made  for  payment  by  instalments;  but  when 
the  locomotives  were  delivered  and  accepted,  we  made  an  offer 
to  the  builders  of  payment  in  cash,  provided  a  reasonable  dis- 
count on  the  price  was  allowed,  and  a  cash  settlement  was 
effected.  The  locomotives  have  been  in  service  since  the  first 
of  March,  last,  and  have  done  good  service  and  proved  most 
satisfactory,  the  necessity  of  their  purchase  being  fully  estab- 
lished and  our  action  justified.     Without  their  aid,  during  the

rery  heavy  shipments  of  truck  during  the  trnck  season,  we  do 
not  think  it  would  have  been  possible  for  us  to  meet  the  de- 
mands of  shippers.  Your  road  has,  of  course,  shared  in  the 
gra#  prosperity  which  has  been  so  abundantly  poured  out 
upon  the  truckers  along  its  line  during  the  past  season.  The 
abundant  crops  and  high  prices  have  made  the  shipments  im- 
mense, and  have  taxed  your  road  and  the  steamboat  lines  at 
Newbern  to  their  utmost  capacity.  We  are  pleased  to  state, 
however,  that  we  have  moved  all  that  was  tendered  us,  without 
jar  or  accident,  and  with  extraordinary  expedition,  and  we  be- 
lieve tha"  we  have  given  very  general  satisfaction  to  our  pat- 
rons, whom  we  have  endeavored,  in  every  possible  way,  to  serve 
and  satisfy. 

During  the  year  we  have  increased  our  rolling  stock  by  the 
addition  ot  a  "  Parlor  Car".  This  was,  in  a  measure,  experi- 
mental ;  but  we  had  good  reason  to  think  that  it  would  prove 
successful  and  be  remunerative  to  the  Company.  Its  success 
has  exceeded  our  most  sanguine  expectations.  The  Pullman 
Car  service  is  very  complete,  but  very  expensive  to  the  road 
employing  it.  Such  had  been  our  experience,  and  in  order  to 
avoid  the  heavy  expense,  and  at  the  same  time  to  obtain  a  mod- 
erate revenue  for  your  Company,  induced  us  to  make  the  pur- 
chase of  t:e  "Parlor  Car",  which  was  done  on  very  reasonable 
terms,  for  cash.  We  think  that  the  service  has  been  as  satis- 
factory to  the  traveling  public  as  the  "Pullman  Car". 

Our  rolling  stock  has  been  further  increased  by  the  building 
of  two  box  and  tAvo  flat  cars,  each  of  40,000  lbs  capacity,  in 
your  shops.  Our  supply,  however,  is  not  adequate  to  our  re- 
(jiiirements.  During  the  current  fiscal  year  there  should  be 
purchased  two  first  class  passenger  coaches  and  twenty  box 
and  flat  cars,  each. 

The  lumber  interest  is  increasing,  year  by  year,  along  the 
line  of  your  road,  and  we  are  deriving  a  good  revenue  there- 
from. That,  however,  cannot,  like  the  agricultural  interest, 
be  regarded  as  permanent,  as  the  supply  of  timber  must  in  a 
few  years  be  exhausted,  whereas  the  cultivation  of  the  land  by 
in  ell" gent  farmers  will  greatly  increase  the  crop  yield,  as  the 
years  advance,  and  your  road  will  be  benefitted  thereby. 


We  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  increased  earnings  of 
your  road  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  greater  than  at  any  period 
during  the  last  twenty-five  years,  and  about  28  per  cent,  larger 
than  last  year.  This  is,  of  course,  attributable  in  a  great 
measure,  to  the  increased  and  increasing  prosperity  of  this  sec- 
tion of  the  State.  We  cannot  reckon  upon  a  recurrence  of  it, 
during  the  next  year,  or  possibly  for  many  succeeding  years,  as 
this  has  been  a  phenonenal  season  for  some  interests ;  but  we 
think  we  can  safely  predict  that  there  will  not  be  a  great  fall- 
ing off  of  our  revenue,  as  Eastern  North  Carolina  seems  now 
to  be  on  the  flood-tide  of  prosperity,  and  we  will  share  in  the 
general  advance. 

You  will  notice  that  while  our  earnings  have  increased,  our 
expenses  have  diminished.  This  has  not  been  done  by  neg- 
lecting yonr  property,  as  the  closest  attention  has  been  given 
to  its  care  and  protection,  as  evidence  of  which  our  trains  have 
been  run  rapidly,  making  our  connections  regularly,  and  with 
no  accident,  with  one  exception,  which  happened  on  the  6th 
of  May,  last,  about  five  miles  West  of  Newbern.  This  was  un- 
avoidable, and  caused  by  the  breaking  of  the  axle  of  the  en- 
gine driver,  iust  at  the  hub  of  the  wheel.  No  one  was  hurt, 
and  the  train  was  delayed'  in  reaching  Goldsboro  about  four 
hours. 

Your  road-bed,  bridges,  culverts,  and  cattle  guards  are  in 
good  and  safe  condition.  In  order  to  strengthen  the  bridges 
over  the  Neuse  and  the  Trent  rivers,  the  length  of  the  spans 
has  been  shortened,  thereby  giving  additional  strength  to 
what  has  been  considered  strong  enough,  but  we  thought  that 
too  much  caution  could  not  be  exercised,  as  the  heavier  loco- 
motives would  demand  greater  strength  to  such  important 
viaducts. 

The  Palmetto  logs  bought  last  year  for  strengthening  the 
wharf  and  bulkhead  at  Morehead  City  have  been  put  in  and 
1  ave  proven  eminently  satisfactory. 

Fifty  (50)  tons  of  steel  rails  have  been  bought  for  the  yards 
at  Goldsboro  and  Newbern,  which  became  necessary,  as  the 
large  amount  of  traffic  at  these  points,  and  the  constant  mov- 
ing of  heavy  trains  had  well-nigh  used  up  the  old  iron  rails. 


A  very  commodious  and  comfortable  waiting  room  and  ticket 
office  has  been  built  at  Kinston,  which  was  very  much  needed. 
One  is  also  needed  at  LaG-range,  and  we  think  should  be  built 
at  an  early  day. 

Since  your  last  meeting  this  Company  has  severed  its  con- 
nection with  the  "  East  Carolina  Dispatch  "  under  the  con- 
tract entered  into  the  3rd  day  of  January,  1887.  The  parties 
to  the  contract,  other  than  this  Company,  had  repeatedly  vio- 
lated the  terms  thereof,  had  made  traffic  arrangements  without 
the  consent  or  co-operation  of  this  Company,  and  in  the  ab- 
sence of  any  representative  thereof,  which  we  considered  inim- 
ical to  your  interest.  We  therefore  resolved  to  withdraw  from 
the  compact. 

We  have  now  traffic  relations  with  all  the  steamboat  and 
railroad  lines,  which  Ave  think  are  satisfactory  to  .ill  partief, 
and  certainly  very  much  more  advantageous  to  this  Company. 

It  may  be  a  matter  of  gratification  to  you  to  know  in  what 
high  estimation  your  Company  is  held  by  the  authority  ap- 
pointed to  assess  it  for  taxation,  but  it  is  a  matter  of  regret 
that  the  result  should  be  a  very  great  increase  of  our  taxes, 
amounting,  we  think,  to  about  70  per  cent,  more  than  last 
year. 

During  the  vear  there  has  been  a  reduction  of  passenger 
rates  of  fare,  by  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  the  State. 
Against  this  reduction  we  remonstrated,  a:?  we  did  not  think 
our  rate  excessive,  and  that  a  reduction  meant,  to  us,  a  reduc- 
tion of  revenue  to  that  extent,  as  the  population  along  the 
line  of  your  road  was  sparse,  the  towns  few,  and  the  reduction 
was  not  so  great  as  to  induce  a  great  increase  of  passenger 
traffic;  but  it  is  an  experiment  worthy  of  a  trial,  and  if  towns 
should  spring  up  and  population  increase  in  the  near  future, 
then  our  passenger  revenue  will  increase. 

Before  the  expiration  of  another  year  we  think  the  Railroad 
from  Wilmington  to  Newbern  may  be  completed.  There  is 
also  a  Railroad  in  prospect  between  Norfolk  and  Charleston, 
via  Wilmington  At  what  point  it  will  intersect  your  road  is 
not  now  known,  but  when  completed  it  will,  of  necessity,  very 


seriously  affect  the  interests  of  your  road.  To  meet  this  diffi- 
culty and  to  obviate  its  damaging  effects,  we  think,  demands 
prompt  action  on  your  part.  The  General  Assembly  at  its  last 
session  amended  the  charter  of  your  Company,  allowing  an 
extension  to  some  point  on  the  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley 
Railroad  or  the  Raleigh  and  Augusta  Railroad,  and  so  on  to  the 
Tennessee,  Georgia,  or  South  Carolina  line,  but  forbidding,  for 
"such  extension,  any  further  mortgage  upon  your  present  prop- 
erty. We  regard  the  restriction  as  uniortunate,  but  do  not 
think  that  the  plan  of  extension  is  thereby  rendered  impracti- 
cable. We  must  consider  that  we  have  now  a  road  constructed, 
95  miles  in  length,  and  fully  equipped.  We  would  have  no 
shops  to  build,  no  motiye  power  or  rolling  stock  to  purchase. 
Steel  rails  and  fastenings  and  crossties  alone  would  be  neces- 
sary to  be  purchased,  ail  of  which  could  be  done  for  about 
$4,000.00  per  mile.  The  first  ten  miles  could  be  built  and 
mortgaged,  and  so  each  successive  ten  miles  com- 
pleted, until  the  extension  was  effected.  We  have  such  faith 
in  the  credit  and  financial  standing  of  your  Company  that  we 
feel  confident  that  it  can  be  accomplished,  if  undertaken.  When 
accomplished,  we  believe  there  would  be  a  great  future  for 
your  road;  without  it,  we  believe  that  it  will  surely,  and  at 
no  distant  day,  be  absorbed  or  crushed  out  of  existence. 
Extension  is  salvation. 

For  further  and  more  particular  details  as  to  the  operations 
of  your  road  we  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  officers  at  the 
head  of  the  several  departments. 

Since  your  last  meeting  our  State  has  suffered  a  sudden  and 
severe  loss.  Our  late  Governor,  Hon.  Daniel  G.  Fowle,  in  the 
vigor  of  his  manhood,  and  his  great  intellect  unimpaired,  was 
suddenly  stricken  down,  and  departed  this  life  on  the  7th  day 
of  April,  1891.  A  good  and  great  man,  ripe  in  intellect 
and  rich  in  honors,  and  one  whose  love  was  great  and  deep  for 
his  native  State,  has  gone  to  his  rest.     May  ue  rest  in  Peace  ! 

It  must  be  gratifying  to  you  to  know  that  he  has  a  worthy 
successor  in  Hon.  Thomas  M.  Holt,  who  brings  to  the  Execu- 
tive chair  an  enlarged  and  intelligent  experience    in  affairs  of 
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State  and  in  all  matters  of  business,  especially  whatever  relates 
to  Railroad  management.  We  feel  assured  that  he  has  a  deep 
interest  in  the  affairs  of  your  Company,  and  that  he  will  do  all 
in  his  power,  by  wise  counsel,  to  achieve  success  in  all  our 
laudable  undertakings.

Engines  : 

Are  in  fair  condition.  Engine  9  has  been  thoroughly  over- 
hauled and  equipped  with  air  brakes  for  passenger  service. 
This  was  formerly  a  freight  Engine.  Engine  2  is  now  in  Shops 
undergoing  thorough  repairs.  The  two  new  engines  Nos.  10 
and  11,  purchased  from  the  Richmond  Locomotive  Works  in 
February,  are  giving  satisfactory  results,  with  very  little  cost 
for  running  repairs.  The  cost  of  repairs  on  Engines  for  the 
12  months  is  $3,650.85.  Oils,  grease  and  waste  $403,78.  Fuel 
$5,011.97.  Wood  and  water  stations  $186,99  ;  this  amount  in- 
cludes new  water  column  at  Go'dsboro,  Engineers,  Firemen, 
and  Cleaners  $5,225.47.     Total  $14,479.06. 

Passenger  Cars. 

Are  in  fair  condition.  Passenger  Coaches  4,  5,  6  and  Bag- 
gage and  Mail  Car  13  have  been  repaired  and  repainted.  Cost 
of  passenger  cars  for  repairs,  oils,  waste,  etc.,  including  new 
seats  for  passenger  coach  No.  15,  is  $2,489.30.  Car  cleaning 
and  inspecting  $608,64.  Total  $3,097.94.  A  shelter  should 
be  provided  at  New  Berne  for  the  protection  of  passenger  cars. 

Freight  Cars. 

Are  in  very  fair  condition,  considerable  repairs  having  been 
done  on  them  within  this  year,  a  majority  of  our  coal  cars  have 
been  repaired  and  repainted.  We  have  45  box,  2  fish,  7  ooal,  36 
platform  cars  and  5  shanties,  8  of  the  platform  cars  are  only 
used  for  light  loads 

We  have  built  within  the  year  one  fish  car,  one  box  car  and 
two  platform  cars  of  40,000  lbs  capacity  and  have  the  majority 
of  the  material  on  hand  and  partly  in  shape  to  build  one  box 
and  two  flat  cars. 

Total  cost  of  material  and  labor  for  repairs,  waste,  oils,  etc., 
$4,908.98. 

Shops. 

The  machinery,  tools,  patterns,  etc.,  are  in  good  condition. 

The  roof  of  the  Shops  Building  has  been  repaired  within  the 
year  and  is  now  in  fair  condition.  The  cost  of  tools,  patterns, 
machinery,  fuel  for  shops,  stores,  wages  of  Master  Mechanic, 
time  and  storekeeper,  stationary  engineer,  watchmen,  etc., 
amounts  to  $4,043.70.  This  includes  the  building  of  a  new 
planer  for  planing  long  timber,  especially  needed  in  car  work, 
rebuilding  saw  house,  partial  building  of  one  5  H.  P.  boiler 
for  testing  air  brakes,  and  repairs  on  track  and  floor  of  ma- 
chine shops  and  roundhouse.

Dear  Sir, — I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of 
work  done  on  Road-bed,  Bridges,  Cattle  Guards,  Depot 
Grounds  and  Buildings,  for  year  ending  June  30th,  1891. 

There  was  on  hand  June  30th,  1890,  20,000  feet  of  timber 
for  Trent  River  Bridge,  which  has  been  worked  in.  There 
has  been  purchased  this  fiscal  year  122,699  feet  of  timber  and 
about  10,000  feet  of  Palmetto  logs,  also  10,000  feet  of  Pine 
Log  Piling,  distributed  as  follows  :

I  would  recommend  as  soon  as  possible  that  the  gravel  train 
be  put  on  and  the  track  refilled  with  sand  where  needed. 

Between  New  Port  and  Havelock  there  is  one-and-a-half  miles 
of  road-bed  in  the  Pocosin  which  is  of  a  vegetable  matter.  Some 
five  or  six  years  since  there  was  considerable  sand  hauled,  and 
the  track  raised,  but  from  to  time  it  has  been  settling,  until 
now  it  needs  to  be  raised  again.  That  portion  of  track  seems 
to  be  in  good  line  and  surface,  but  when  the  heavy  engines 
run  over  it,  it  settles.  The  improvements  commenced  at 
Punch  Bowl,  when  completed,  will  rid  us  of  much  anxiety. 
The  track  west  of  New  Berne  has  been  put  to  a  severe  test  the 
last  year,  especially  the  last  four-and-a-half  months.  I  find 
that  the  two  heavy  engines  require  more  perfect  track  than 
those  in  former  use. 

Thirty-four  kegs  of  spikes  have  been  used  the  past  year 

All  the  water  tanks  are  in  good  condition.  The  tools  on 
various  sections  are  in  fair  condition.  There  will  be  needed 
the  coming  year  40,000  ties  to  keep  road  in  good  condition. 
The  warehouse  platforms  at  Kinston  and  Wild  wood,  also  the 
pier  at  New  Berne  warehouse  need  repairs.  All  others  in  good 
condition.     I  consider  road-bed  in  safe  condition.
